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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Attorney and Examiner discussed the after final amendment 
submitted 1 1/1/07. If the amendment is entered and the claims are rejoined, the claims now have double patenting 
issues with US Patent No. 6,395,257 and serial number 1 1/779,088. In addition, it was discussed that some of the 
method claims have 112, second paragraph, issues. The following was discussed even though no final agreements 
were made on how the claims will be amended. (1) Claim 8, amend to read 'A method of opitcally imaging a patient... 1 . 
(2) In claims 11-13 and 15-17, replace the term 'procedure' with text that is consistent with amended claim 8. (3) 
Claims 14, 16, 19, 22, and 25, amend the claims to have proper Markush terminology (i.e., 'selected from the group 
consisting of). (4) Claim 15, either cancel the claim or amend the claim to clarify 'physiological function monitoring'. 
(5) Claim 18, would be redundant if claim 8 is amended as an opically imaging method. (6) Claim 20, line 2, delete 'or 
its derivative'. (7) Claim 24, amend to read 'A diagnostic or therapeutic method of imging a patient for
